rNEBBASKA PRAIRIE FIRE|p

BURNING EVERYTHING
IN ITS PATH.

Property Valued at $100,000 Has
Been Already Deetroyed—Three
Deaths Reported—Railroad
Company Sends Men
toSave the Towns.

Other Newe.

Loomis, Neb., 23.—A prairie fire
is ragiog through this section of the
etate, and already three deaths sre
reported, whiles a number of farmers
are miesing. Housea and stock
ranniong farftoward $loo,000 have
already been lost, and the fire con-
tinues with unabated fury.

Auguset Olson, an - sged farmer,
is known to have besn burned to
death and two of his hands sre
missing. James Lewis and Wil-
liam, Anderson, ranchmen, ars alse
dead. A pumber of cowboys are
reported miseing from different di-
rections,

The flames ars past all hope of
control, ard are leaping a-
oross the prairie st rasshores speed,
burning every thing in their path.

The Bur)ingtun railroad has seat
s special train with fire-fighters
from Holdredge to assist the ranch-
men in saviog the small towns in
the path of the flames. From
Loomis to the Platt river, 15 miles,
the whole country will undoubtedly
be swept clear by the fire, Furiber
to the weet, toward which the blaze
ia aweeping, tha prairie countrv ex-
tends for pearly 200 miles. There

description of the first attack
the Ruseinn fleet at Port Arthaur
and the remarkabile dashes into the
inger barbcr by the Japanese tor-
pedo boats ia given in a letter to the
Tagcoma News from Allen Fair-
weather, of Tacoms, purser of the
steamship Plelades, which had ar-
rived at Port Arthur with a cargo
of flour & few days before the attack
was msde. He save:

“We arrived at Port Arthur Feb.
7. The Russian fieet, consisticg of
14 battle ships and cruisers, were
alfilying outeide the mouth of the
bapbor. We got a birth just inside
of the low spit which forms one side
of the entrance. -

“Monday night about 11 o'elock

we heard heavy firing, which con-

tinped until about12:30s. m. Every
one thought the forts were engaged
in some kind of night target prac-
tiog, but in the morning, when we
88w two of the largest and. beet of
the Russian warshipe aground on
the new spit, we knew that seme-
thing more than practice had been
goiog on. It developed that a fleet
of Japanese torpedo boats had come
along quite cloee inshore, fiyingthe
Russian flag and giving the Russian
signal. They bad passed right no-
der the forts, along the spit side of
the barbor, and had pessed by the
patrol boats st the entrance, giviog
the countersign.

“They passed through the emall
entrance to the harbor proper, turn-
ed around and passed out, going up
to the other coast until directly be-
hind the largest and besl of the war
ships lying outside, when they turn-
ed and fired torpedoes into three of
them.’ :

The remarkable part of it was

““The Ruseians fired a chot at the
torpedo boate, bat sppsrently did
no barm.

“The next morning the Japanese
Aeet oved in to within firing dis-
tanca and firad shells for 45 mic-
utee. The Pleiades was behind the
spit, bat in direct line, snd the
chells fell all around -ue.

“Later the Ruesians got Lheir
grounded warships off the apit and
inside the harbor, where they now
lie on the bottom, practically sub-
merged. By working bard they
guceeeded in bringing in a five
funueled cruoiser, which sank in the
barbor the next day.

"SEEDLESS APPL

REFUSES TO DIVULGE THE
SECRET OF HIS WORK.

Charles Spencer’s Narrow Escape
from Going Over Willametts
Falls—Lands Thrown Op-
en for BSettlement—
Other News.

Glenwood Spriogs, Col., March
15.—After experimenting for 7
years Jobn F. Sperpcer, an old
ourseryman.  and fruit grower
of Grand Junction bas produced a
seedless apple. The new fruit very
much resembleg the seedless orange
in that the meat is solid and there
is a glightly bard substance in the
navel end. The trees bave no blos-
BOM0S,

Spencer says he began experi-
menting with the apple ehortly af-
ter the seedless Orange appeared.
He. reasoned that if it was possi-
ble {o destroy germination in the
arange it was possiblein the apple.
He originally produced five trees
that wonld bear =eedless apples and
then experimented to see if he could
make the buds reproduce others. In
this he succeeded and secured forty
additional trees. From thess hs
has budded two thousand more.

He has kept his experiments to
himeelf for all these yeara and he
now refuses to divalge hia secret.

Mr. Boencer claims that with the
seedless apple many diseases dus to
the laying of eggs by moths#¥io ap-
ple blossoms will be avoided.

Charles Spencer, a logger in tha
employ of the Willamette Pulp &
Paper Mille, of this city, narrowly
missed going over the Willdmette
Falls, which would have resulted
in certain death. Asit is, he is
laid up with a serious tracture of
both bones in the right leg jost be-
low tbe knee.

Spenrer iz employed with a crew
of men that conveys rafts of logs
from the company’s boom at Sta-
tion A., on the east side of the riv-
er. While directing & raft today,
Spenucer became entangled in the
rope and was knocked into ke wa-
ter and carried t» the bottom of the

river.. He managed to free his frac-
tured limb from the rope afier havs
ing drifted down stream for several
rode, and came to the surfacs, only
to discover that he was about to ba
carried over the breakwater and
into the falls. His frightened com-
panions bastened in a boat to his
rezcue and pulled the helpless man
out of the river just in time to save
his life. Spencer was hurriedly
brought lo this city, where his in-
juries were treated.

Oregon Gity, Or., March 22.—
Nine aod a fractional ssctions in
township ten Soutb, range 11 west,
were thrown open to eattlement at
the Oregen City land office at nine
o’clock today. The tract embraced
more than 6000 acres, aad all the
land was filed on with the exce
tion of a quarter section by the
applicants who stood in line for an
hour before the office was opened.

The land, which is loreted 'n the
Biletz reservation, wes . pened o
seftitlement under the piovivions of
the homestead law, and wa-~ tuken
almost entirely by Salem and Al~
bany people. Two similartractsin
the same section of this land dis-
trict will be opened to settlement
on April 6 and 13 respectively.

Denver, Colo., March 22.—Cole-
nel William F. Cody, “Buffalo
Bill," made a deposition before a
notary in this city today in the se-
tion for divorce which he hasbegun
in Big Horn ocounty, Wyoming.
Colonel Cody will sail for Europs
shortly, and will be absent from the
country when his suit is tried. In
the procesdings today, Colonel Co-
dy was interrogated by hisattorney
and was subjected to cross-examin-
ation by counsel for Mrs. Cody.

“Mrs. Cody tried to poizon me
three years ago,”’ the Colonel testi-
fied. *“She Has frequently.

She said she would fix me up. She
pretended to give me medicine. It
was poison. It almo:t finished me.
I was unconscivus for some time. I
‘think it must have been &n over-
doee, for it made me vomit and I
euppose thetis whatsaved my life.”
